Jr.. who was on 
the Davis ticket for the lieutenant 
governor nomination. The vote 
was 540 for Bell and 497 for Ham- 
ilton.

Smith, who. also, was in the Davis 
lineup.

Three of the Democratic candi- 
dates for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion had a neck-and-ncck contest jn 
Lower Merion Township and Nar- 
berth Borough lact Tuesday. 

At the final showdown, Ralph H. 
Smith with 287 votes was the win- 
ner by a small margin in the com- 
bined vote of the two Main Line 
municipalities. F. Clair Ross was 
second with 279 and Luther Harr 
was third with 271 votes. 

In both Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth Democrats brought out 28 per- 
cent of their vote compared to only 
a 19 percent showing made "by the 
Democrats in adjoining Haverford 
Township. 

James J. Regan, another candi- 
date for governor on the Democratic 
tvket and a resident of Bala, failed 
to make any kind of a showing. His 
total in Narberth and Lower Merion 
was 62 votes. The low governor can- 
didate on the Democratic ticket was 
Clarence P. Bowers who only re- 
ceived three votes in the Township 
and Borough. 

For Lieutenant Governor, Elmer 
Kilroy ran ahead of Ramsey G 
Black. 439 to 357, in the two munic- 
ipalities. In the fight over the Sec- 
retary of Internal Affairs nomina- 
tion Warren Hess topped Leo A. 
Achterman. 416 to 371.

A CREED OF VICTORY 
FOR AMERICAN UNITY 

The following creed was prepared by the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the State Council of Defense. The Rev. E. W. Stan- 
ford, president of Villanova College, is a member of the com- 
mittee. 

"We are a nation at war in a world of war. They said it 
could not happen here, but it did. The debate is over. We face 
the fact, and the fact is a life and death struggle to save 
America. 

"Defense is not enough. We must wrest the initiative away 
from the enemy. There must be a general offense — moral and 
economic as well as physical. This positive effort requires dy- 
namic, sacrificial unity — all faiths, all workers, all races, and 
all colors must be all for one objective. Freedom and democ- 
racy, social security, and every liberty of body and soul are in 
the balance, but we cannot fail unless we fail ourselves. 

"As civilians, let this be our purpose: to keep the home 
front safe and intact; to give unstinting material support to our 
armies and navies; to pledge to them and our high command 
unceasing loyalty and inspiration; and, to give the President 
of the United States, the Governor of our Commonwealth, and 
all other responsible officers of the government that united 
support of word and deed which will enable them to devote their 
efforts completely to the unprecedented responsibilities which 
are theirs. 

"These high principles we will keep alive in our souls by 
constant practice and thus by example commend them to our 
fellow citizens. We will hat? evil but not the person. We will 
conquer fear with faith. We will meet rumor with reason. In 
reverent worship of Almighty God, Father of us all, we will dis- 
cover infinite resources with which to win this war, not only to 
save ourselves, but to serve mankind."

Taking the stand to testify in i 
defense of his wife, late Thursday ( 
afternoon, Alexander Feralio. now ;

the Nash. Realty Company. Wynne- 
wood, told him he "knew Rose 
hadn't taken a penny" of the i 
$17,000 discrepancy allegedly shown [ 
on the books of the Lower Merion 
realty concern. 

Defense Counsel Victor J. Rob- 
erts produced an accountant, E. J. 
Root, Philadelphia, who at the 
close of lengthy testimony stated . 
there was no shortage nor discrep- I 
ancy but that the missing amount |

the Nash Realty Company had re- ! 
recorded as paid, and remitted to ; 
their bank and trust company cli- '• 
ents for the purpose of maintain- 
ing their good will and business." 
Instructed by Stallard

"Go ahead and tell him you're 
j»o;np to quit. ' When Stallard ask- 
ed her the reason, the husband 
testified, she said "I'm fed up with 
keeping books, particularly the 
system you make me follow."

Located in the Court House at 
Norristown, the Control Center will 
receive reports of any bombings 
within the County confines from 
loccl defense councils.. All in forma 



tion will be tabulated immediately 
on the control panel, a four by- 
eight foot blackboard listing the 3P 
townships and 24 boroughs of the 
County, together with spaces after 
each sub-division. These squares 
will indicat". by means of colored 
markers, where bombinss have 
taken place, what police, flic, medi 
cal and special services r.rc avail 
ible. The population of each politi- 
cal subdivision also is shown a.' 
well as tlic counties bordi'ring 
Montgomery. 

On another wall is a large re 
ference map of the County. Op 
posite the control panels are lo 
cated an arrangement of tables foi 
heads of the various protectivi 
services. Each tcble is equipped 
with a mounted County map, mark 
ing pins, report forms to record 
the movement of men and equip 
mrnt and telephones hooked up 
wiCh the Court House telephone ex 
change. 

The Control Center, equipped for 
immediate blacking out of its win- 
dows, is within a few steps of the 
air raid warning headquarters, the 
telephone exchange and the County 
radio room, all of which are v equip 
pod with blackout curtains.
